MARC Field Day 2012 


This year’s ARRL Field Day was held on June 23-24, 2012. 
We set up again at the Lower Providence Fire Company, 
located at Ridge Pike and Mount Kirk Avenue, Eagleville, PA. 
We had a great turnout and the weather was perfect. Anytime 
it is rain free the weather is perfect. Thirty-five members and 
guests were recorded on the sign-in sheet. 


We began setup at 10:00 AM on Saturday and were ready to 
operate shortly after 2:00 PM, the official start time for Field 
Day. Extra careful measurements were made regarding the 
assembly of the HF yagi. We referenced the Cushcraft 
manual and used tape measurements and that made a 
difference regarding antenna performance. Ron W3ZV again 
did a fantastic job with leading and doing much of the 
hard/complicated work putting up the antennas. He also pre- 
strung the lines for the GSRV @ over 40 ft on the towers. At 
that height, the G5RV performed beautifully, especially on the 
low bands. Press on the PTT mic button and we'd always get 
a reply. 
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This year MARC purchased five bandpass filters so our 
stations would not interfere with each other. With the addition 
of a GOTA (Get on the Air) station, we would be operating on 
three bands simultaneously. The bandpass filters did their job 
well. Not only did we have to worry about our own stations, 
but we had to worry about the nearby Montgomery County 
EOC Field Day effort using about 700 watts with a beam 
antenna high up on their tower only a short distance from us. 


M supervising 


Bob Famiglio K3RF, the ARRL Eastern Pennsylvania 
Section Manager, and Jim Goldman W3JG visited over 21 
club field day sites by air including ours. Early Saturday 
afternoon, right on schedule, we saw a private airplane 
circling our field day site. We communicated with them via 
Bob N3JIZ’s 2 meter handheld radio on simplex. That 
accounted for our one and only 2 meter contact. This was the 
first year that a Section Manager flyover was attempted. 


Again, no need for fans on the hill due to the nice cool breeze 
that was ever present. The generator was a little on the loud 
side, but never burped and was a real workhorse. The 600- 
watt UPS was very nice to run power thru. Thanks to 
Andrew KA2DDO for providing the generator and the UPS. 
Andrew was also our Field Day Publicity Chairman. He sent 
out numerous Press Releases, invited public officials and 
supplied all the club and amateur radio handouts for the 
information table.

The 
Membership page now has a Membership Map. It shows the 
location of each MARC member. Just hover your mouse over 
the bubble and it shows the callsign for that member. Pretty 
neat! 


At the regular membership meeting this Tuesday, July 17, 
2012, | will be presenting a program titled “The C6AAJ 


Suitcase DXpedition”. As you know, C6A is the prefix for the 
Bahamas. Last March, Al Maslin N3EA and | traveled to 
Freeport in the Bahamas to operate as a mini-DXpedition. 
Ham Radio was the main objective; not vacation. We didn’t 
even take our wives along. Actually, they didn’t want to join 
us. They knew that we wouldn't have any time for them; too 
busy on the radio. Anyway, the Bahamas is still a desired 
DXCC entity for many hams even though it is so close to the 
US. There are very few full-time hams there. This makes it a 
perfect ham radio destination. There are several options for 
traveling to the Bahamas with minimal equipment packed in 
your suitcase. You just unpack and operate. When you get 
spotted on DX clusters the pileups begin. 


This type of DXpedition does not cost a lot of money and is 
within reach for many of us. You just need to know the ins 
and outs. My presentation will give you that information. 
That’s how | did it. | heard a presentation at a hamfest in 
South Florida from someone who had done it before me. That 
piqued my interest and | decided to do it myself. 


Don’t forget to bring your Outgoing ARRL QSL Bureau cards 
to the MARC meeting on September 18, 2012 at 7:30 PM. If 
you are a member of the American Radio Relay League 
(ARRL) you are permitted to use the ARRL Outgoing QSL 
Service to conveniently send your QSL cards overseas. 
Cards sent via this service are sorted by the Outgoing QSL 
Service staff who ships QSL cards to QSL Bureaus 
throughout the world. Sending QSL cards via the Bureau 
takes a little while longer than mailing them directly, but keep 
in mind that what you might lose in speed is more than made 
up in the convenience and savings of not having to address 
and mail each QSL card separately. 


Since MARC is an affiliated club with the ARRL, individual 
MARC members may use the ARRL Outgoing QSL Bureau 
service and have the fees and postage paid for by MARC. 
MARC can send QSLs for its members to the ARRL in bulk by 
“pooling” members’ cards together in one package and 
indicating MARC's name inside the package. In a “pooled” 
package, each club member using this service must also be 
an ARRL member. 


We will be collecting members’ cards for distribution to the 
ARRL at our regular September 2012 General Membership 
Meeting on September 18, 2012 at 7:30PM. To take 
advantage of this club and ARRL membership benefit, please 
bring your outgoing DX QSL cards (completely filled out) to 
the September meeting along with proof of your current ARRL 
membership. This can be in the form of a photocopy or cutout 
of the address area from your current copy of QST. You can 
also write the information from the label on a slip of paper and 
use that as proof of membership. A copy of your current 
membership card is also acceptable. The ARRL QSL Service 
cannot be used to exchange QSL cards within the 48 
contiguous states (US to US). However, you may also send 
QSLs via the bureau to any QSL manager who manages a 
non-U.S. callsign. However, you must look up the QSL 
manager and clearly indicate the QSL manager’s callsign on 
your outgoing card. For example: 


Example 1: 8P8P via NNIN. Sort this card in with other 


cards going to U.S. managers. 
Example 2: 6Y1V via OH3RB. Sort this card in with cards 
to Finland.

To all radio amateurs: 


The new Amateur Extra class (Element 4) question pool -- 
released by the National Conference of Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinators (NCVEC) in January 2012 -- becomes effective 
on Sunday, July 1. The current Amateur Extra class pool 
expires on June 30, 2012 and cannot be used after that date. 
This new question pool -- including graphics and diagrams -- 
will remain valid until June 30, 2016. The new Amateur Extra 
pool contains 702 questions, from which 50 are selected for 
an Element 4 examination. As of June 13, three questions -- 
E1D09, E2A14 and E6E10 -- have been removed from the 
new pool. The current Technician class question pool that 
became effective July 1, 2010 is valid through June 30, 2014. 
The current General class pool that became effective July 1, 
2011 is valid until June 30, 2015.

Mike Pilotti KF3CD 


Mike was first licensed as a novice in 1986 as KA83OWX, 
thanks to a class at Cabrini College given by Carter Craigie 
N3A0 and Kay Craigie N3KN (current President of the 
ARRL). He spent his first few years as a ham operating CW 
on 80 meters. He then upgraded to General N3IRZ a few 
years later and then to Advanced KF3CD. He operated as 
8P9CO on his honeymoon in 1991 and again in 1994 and as 
KF3CD/VP9 from Bermuda in 2006. He has also operated 
several times from IOTA NA #111 at the Jersey shore. 


In 2009, Mike moved from Phoenixville, Pa. to West Chester, 
Pa. and sold his tower and beam. At home on HF, he uses a 
Kenwood TS-950SD and a Buckmaster 7 band off center fed 
dipole and although he no longer has a beam, he’s still 
working plenty of DX.
